ferent from that into which w e w e r e 
I lorn a g ene ra ti on ago. T he c h a n g e d 
social and 
political, 
and 
e co n o m ic 
thought and p ra ctic es are al mos t as 
revolutionary a s the

that have marked the 
era: and, incidentally, they are m u c h prc-uleney. 
more significant in personal lives. One 
of the s p e c t a c l e s that interests

She has broken aw'ay from old 
restraints, from

Christians we start with the a s s u m p ­ 
tion that Life— our living here— is no t 
motivated prima ril y by our desire for 
pleasure; hut rather by our s e n s e of 
the highest pos sib le duty.
